Will Reduce the Cost of 
fun for Mining,

FAIRBANKS, Alaska.—The completion 
af Uncle Sam's railway will be the be- 
_gmning of a new era in the mining 
emps of Alaska. The road will give 
easy access to many thousand square 
giles of new territory and will pass 
through regions where the precious met- 
gis are known to exist. It will cross the 
Kenal peninsula, which is peppered with 
gold and which contains working mines, 
poth placer and quartz. 

Little work has been done in the coun- 
try running north to the Tanana valley. 
About forty miles from Anchorage are 
the Willow creek mines, where they 
have taken out several hundred thou- 
gané dollars’ worth of quartz gold with 
g little stamp mill. 

On Broad pass silver-lead ores are re- 

, and a little further north is the 
ponnifield district, consisting of gold 
pacers Which have already yielded con- 
siderable metal. And then there are the 
Skwetna and Yetna mines west of the 
Talkeetna river, where they are thaw- 
ing placer gold out of the ice, and to 
the north and west is the Kantishna 
mining district, which contains not only 
told but antimony. 


Antimony Found in Alaska. 

Antimony has risen in price since the 
war in Europe and it is now worth sev- 
eal hundred dollars a ton. Another 
valuable mineral which is being mined 
pear Fairbanks is scheelite. It is a high 
grade tungsten used in the making of 
ammunition. The concentrate is now 
sling for over $3,000 a ton. 

As to the Fairbanks district itself, it 
has many gold mines, both placer and 
quartz. The most of the gold so far has 
come from the placers, the total prod- 
wt amounting to more than $80,000,000. 

The plan is to extend the railroad by 
a branch line to the Kuskokwim region. 
This will give cheap fuel to a large 
area of gold bearing territory and will 
make the Innoko, Iditarod, and other 
placer mines much more accessible. 


Many Rich Placer Mines. 

The Innoko distriet has twenty-five or 
thirty mines now working. The gold 
output of the Iditarod annually amounts 
to $2,000,000 ang upward. 

Another rich placer district is at Ruby. 
cose to the Yukon. It produced a mil- 
lien dollars in 1914 and has fifty-five 
mines which are operated during the 
summer. In the Hot Springs district, 
which lies near the Tanana river be- 
tween Fairbanks and Fort Gibbon, forty 
mineg arc being operated, and not far 
away are the Tolovana and other new 
gold fields. 

In all of these gold regions the output 
depends on fuel to oper the machin- 

ery and to generate the steam needed to 
thaw the mazs of zen grav.! and ~~ 
in which the gold lies.

Miners Carry Gold in Bags. 

The gold dust ie brought ih to the 
banks by the miners .n bags of buck- 
skin as big around as your arm and 
about a foot long.

I left the camp and went to 
Seattle, where I bought. 600 chickens 
and eighty-four turkeys. I took them 
on a steamer a thousand miles north- 
ward to Dyea, and from there sent the 
chickens by wagon over the pass. 

“The turkeys I drove. It was no 
trouble except they would persist in 
stopping at night. 

“IT got $20 apiece for the turkeys and 
from $8 to $10 for the chickens.”

POTATOES. 
EW things excite my disapproval 
more than to have a friend of 
puffy skin and drooping muscles 
and other signs of too much acid 
in der ‘tissues and tell me 
that her doctor has told her not to eat 
potatoes. Instantly I find all my exple- 
tives signifying foolishness, ‘‘ pish,’' ab- 
eurd, etc., inadequate te cxpress what 
I feel... , 1 , 

Why so? First, because he needs the 
potato base to neutralise the acids she 
is making too freely, and ‘often in a 
pathological instead of a normal physio- 
logical way. The basic reaction of po- 
tato ts rather high, or 8.6, according to 
Sherman. Any person suffering with 
too.acid a stomach (I do not speak 
from: hearsay, but from actual exper!- 
ence) is almost sure to benefit by eating 
potatoes. 

And let us lay that ghostly supersti- 
tion about the potato as being fatten- 
ing. Foods which contain’ almost 80 
per cent of water, as does the edible 
part of the white potato, give too small 
returns in the way of solids to be really 
good fattening material. They are no 
rival for cornmeal in this partécular. 

Any one who will behave reasonably 
as to exercise and fresh air cannot fat- 
ten on any of the fuel foods, but let it 
be said that what is solid in white po- 
tato is almost pure fuel—that is, some- 
thing .to be used up on the day eaten 
for energy and body heat. It is more

potato is good, bulky stuff which the 
alimentary canal can grip. It rectifies 
acid conditions by its contribution to 
the blood of valuable minerals. 

The reaction of bread is acid because 
of its chemical nature. More than 
this, and far worse, it is apt to'yleld 
acid because of wrong chemical con- 
ditfons. These conditions prevail or 
bread chemically misbehaves when it is 
eaten too fresh or when chewed in- 
sufficiently. Since it may be partially 
digested in the mouth, but not at all 
in the stomach, just as long as it has 
to stay in this receptable at 100 tem- 
perature it may cause discomfort or 
ferment, developing a harsh acid to be 
absorbed by the body and one that is 
capable of doing many sorts of harm to 
health. By constantly repeating this 
process a physical breakdown at length 
results, strive heroically as the body 
aways does to heal itself. 

It would not take long to learn this

Other tubers, the sweet potatoe, the 
Jerusalem artichoke, and some not 80 
well known, are similar to the common 
potato in chemical nature and rather 
low caloric value; that ts, they yield 
something to neutralize acids, and not 
much fuel to make energy and heat for 
us. The sweet potato contains almost 
30 per cent less water than the white; 
and therefore has higher fuel value 
per pound. In these days of high white 
potato prices and bargains in sweet 
potatoes, if we .cnow how. to buy for 
the day’s body fuel, that is, buy calories, 
we would often buy the latter. 
It is a pity that there is such an 
enormous waste sweet potatoes be- 
cause of careless handling and not 
efficient marketing. M than sixty 
years ago it was learned that they could 
be kept all winter if they were dry, and 
carefully kept so, without the silghtest 
bruise. 

The Jerusalem artichoke, which has a 
little lower food value than the white 
potato, does not keep well out of the 
ground but does keep perfectly in. It 
is not a practical tuber, because smali 
and covered with knobs, but when cor- 


Escalloped Artichokes. 

Peel and boil the artichokes until ten- 
der, but not a minute longer, because 
they darken and are mushy. This year’s 
specimens are so small that it takes 
hardiy ten minutes to boil them. Drain 
and slice. For three or four cups of 
artichokes make a cup of rather thick 
white sauce. Two tablespoons of but- 
ter just melted and three tablespoons 
of flour stirred gmooth and cooked a 
bit in it, then the cup of milk added, 
and thorough cooking while stirring all 
the time will usually make a sauce 
thick enough.

Cara_ielizel Sweet Potatoes, 

To adopt some method of preparing a 
food which should improve its flavor, 
anu then to get unhappy results, seems 
to me a travesty on cookery. Of all the 
ways of sweetening sweet potatoes I 
believe the following is the one that al- 
most any cook should succeed with, as 
she does not with some others. For any 
number up tc six it is a practical method 
and the whole is prepared in a shorter 
time thah it takes simply to boil the 
potatoes: 

Drop the requisite number of medium 
sized sweet potatoes in boiling water and 
in ten or fifteen minutes take out, pour 
cold water over and rub off the skins. 
Then cut in quarters and drop into the 
following boiling mixture: Allow for 
each three potatoes one cup water, three 
tablespoons of sugar, half a teaspoon of 
salt, and a tablespoon or a little more of 
butter. Keep closely covered over a 
small amount of fire, unless the water 


boils too slowly. in which case leave 
the cover off. The water should be 
almost boiled away when the potatoes 
are tender, but not too tender. The 
water should not be so low that a cara- 
mel forms on the bottom of the kettle. 
Transfer gently to the frying pan and 
brown over a fire not hot enough to 
blacken the sugar. 

These are dainty, delicious, e! hand- 
some. They are not half bad cold for a 
lunch box in which there may be too 
condensed foods. ‘ 


Baking Sweet Potatoes. 

This is a nice task. If the oven is 
not hot enough the skin may harden 
long before the inside is soft. This 
prevents evaporation and the inside will 
be heavy. If too hot the skins burn 
and crumble and too much water evap- 


orates and they are likely to be stringy. . 


Potato Muffins. 
For party service, when a rather 
nourishing meal is to be sefved at no 
great expense, the potato muffin is serv- 
iceable with cold meat or hot either. 
In adding egg or cheese to the potato 
we make the dish a more completely 
balanced one. When made with egg 
these muffins may be used without meat 
and served with a white sauce, espe- 
cially when some other vegetable such 
as eggplant is used, to be followed be 
a salad. : 
Cook and mash potatoes and add 
enough cream to make them as smooth 
as velvet. Butter small muflin rings, 
fill them with the potato, and bake for 
thirty minutes in a rather hot oven. 
To enhance flavor and food vaiue, put 
a tablespoon of cheese in the muffir® 
ring before putting in the potato. To 
make them light and puffy and almost 
like angel cake, add one beaten egg 
whfte to potato for a half dozen muflins. 
To make them somewhat like the un- 
sweetened custards used often for gar-

A 
hundred years later the surname of Grassus had 
been transformed into Grace, and in the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth Oliver Grace was Lord of Carney 
of County Tipperary. Gerald Grace fell in the 
battle of Kilrush, and his estates, about 20,000 
acres, were confiscated by Oliver Cromwell.

The famty fortunes were restored in a measure 
by his grandson, Oliver Grace, who held the lucra- 
tive office of chief remembrancer of the exchequer 
in Ireland. Richard Grace, member of parliament

It is well to know these facts in order 
to apply the results of a school survey 
of Porter county recently made by the 
public health service to other counties, 
The survey has shown thet conditions 
are not what they should be. Some of 
the very schools which proclaimed 
health most effectively in the parade 
in 1914 were found to have some very 
unhealthful conditions and a large pro- 
portion of unhealthy children.

The is that conditions in 
Porter county are a good deal better 
tan in the average county. It is rea- 
sonable to suppose that are few 
counties {n which the average ditions 
are sO good as they are in Porter coun- 
ty. The right attitude for the person 
who reads of the conditions revealed 
by this survey is to try to estimate how 
much worse his own county Is. 

The estimated population of Porter 
county in May, 1915, was 21,250. The 
foreign born white population was 14.5 
of the total population. Since there 
were but eight Negroes in the county 
the native born white population was 
85.5 per cent of the whole. The school 
population was 8,933, the school en- 
rollment 3,108. 

The only city in the county is Val- 
paraiso, which had a population of 6,967 
in 1910. The school population of Val- 
paraiso in 1915 was 1,653. As this was 
to be a survey of rural schools, Val- 
paraiso and Valparaiso schools were 
omitted. 

The average daily attendance at the 
rural schools was 2,264. In the county 
there were 2,488 pupils. These reported 
that in the county there were 5,998 boys 
and 5,785 girls; 2,488 attenaed school 
ana the remainder were either above 
or below school age. The average num- 
ber of children in a family was 48—-3.44 
boys and 2.36 giris. 

Seventy-four children reported the oo- 
currence of tuberculosis at some time 
or other in their families, 129 reported 
the death of their fathers, 141 the death 
of their mothers, and 11 the death of 
both parents. 

Thes® 2,488 children were in seventy- 
six schools; 75 school bulldings and 
premises were surveyed.

These figures are cited to show that 
there were enough observatione to serve 
as a basis for the conclusions drawn. 
The requirements laid con for a rural 
school were: Ample size to allow suffi- 
clent playground space, sanitary priv- 
les, healthful location with sufficient ele- 
vation to insure good drainage, adcessi- 
bility to as large a part of the school 
population as possible, an unobstructed 
sky view for purposes of natural {llumi- 
nation and sufficient isolation from dis- 
turbing noises and other nuisances. 

Four of the schools had inside toilets. 
At Chesterton the toilets were con- 
nected with the sewer system; at Flint 
Lake and Hebron, with cesspoole; at 
Porter, with an incinerator. The latter 
system was strongly condemned.

The food of the children was faulty, 
especially when the good economic con- 
ditions prevailing in the county are 
taken into consideration. Porter county 
is a rich dairy district, yet only one- 
sixth of the children reported that they 
drank milk. On the other hand, 57 per 
cent of the children had coffee for 
breakfast, 37 per cent had potatoes for 
breakfast, 32 per cent had some form of 


cereal, 43 per cent of the children ate 


some form of proteid for breakfast; 20 
children went to school withut break- 
fast. These figures do not indicate bad 
conditions. In fact, they indicate that 
the children of Porter county break- 
fast much better than do the children of 
the large industrial centers, where so 
many mothers go out to work. 

In 13.2 per cent of the boys and 9.8 
per cent of the girls adenoids were pres- 
ent to an extent calling for surgical 
treatment. Enlarged or diseased tonsils 
were found in 195 boys and 100 giris, 
or 15.4 per cent of the children. Of 
these 7.6 per cent, or practically half of 
the children with enlarged tonsils, had 
tonsils in need of surgical relief. Dis- 
eased- tonsils and adenoids were asso- 
ciated with impaired hearing in 7 per 
cent of the children examined. 

No survey was made of the history of 
cases of such forms of contagion as 
scarlet fever, diphtheria, measles, ty- 
phoid fever, or smalipox.

The recommendations of Drs. Clark.

In Russia 
and France the feeling is not so intense because these na- 
tions could hardly expect the United States to rally to their 
side, but the prevailing impression, particularly in F'rance, 
fs about the same: the Americans are incapable of generosity, 
they sell ammunition and foodstuffs to the allies, but if they 
gould they would sell them to Germany, too. They are a 
Ration without ideals; their organism is undermined by the 
cancer of materialism.

D can hardly suppose Germany to be enthusiastic 
about our attitude. The Germans know that but 
for the unstinted support we gave the allies the 
war would be over now. Mr. Wilson insulted Ger- 
any by calling her policy “inhuman” and “illegal.”

The feature of the week's market in 
business property was, of course, the 

purchase by George A. McKinloch and 
Charles Edward Brown from James R.

Frederick T. Goyt is the 
broker, while the legal details were at- 
tended to by William B. Mellvaine for 
the seller and John L. Shortall for the 
purchasers. The sale is significant as 
marking the movement of the retail dis- 
trict south on Fifth avenue and as evi- 
dencing the rapid growth of the com- 
pany, which originally occupied only a 
store and basement.
